Ward ereas Our Loyal Subjects the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in this 


quire, Charge and Command all Jeſuites, and alſo all Pzieſts who have taken Oꝛders from the Sea of 
Rome, 02 by the Authoꝛity, oꝛ pꝛetended Authozity thereof, and are not ſince, and ſo continue, reconciled to 


the Church ok England; That they and every of them do befoꝛe the Tenth day of December nert enſuing, De- 


part out ot this Our Kingdom of —_ and Dominion of Wales, upon pain of having the Penaltics of the 
aws and Statutes of this Our Realm inflicted upon them, A w koꝛ their better means to depart actoꝛd⸗ 
ingly, We do hereby Declare and Publiſh Pur further Pleaſure, That if at any time vefoze the ſaid Tenth 
Tenth day of Decembernert, they oꝛ any of then, (all reſozt to any Poꝛt⸗Town of Our ſaid Kingdom of 
—_— of Wales, and there declare him oꝛ themſelves to the Magiſtrate of the Town, oꝛ other 
Officers of any Poꝛt, to be Pꝛieſts o2 Jeſuites, and that he oz they are there to take Shipping koꝛ his oꝛ their 
paſſage, ſuch iſtrate and Officers ſhall ſuffer him oꝛ them quietly to depart, and (hall ſ& them Ship- 
ped and ſent away foꝛ Fozeign parts, andgive them their furtherance foꝛ their departure. And to the end 
4 Our Pꝛoclamation may be the better obſerved and obeyed, We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Com⸗ 
Our 8, Deputy-Lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Juſtices of the Peace, Wayozs, She- 
, andall other Our Officers whatſoevever, That they be circumlpect and vigilant, each of 
{everal Charges, from and after che ſaid Tenth day of December, in Searching fo2, Diſcover- 
iiach Aeſuites and Pzieſts (as afozeſajd) as Nall pꝛeſume to remain withm this 

ad herein Declared, te end hat the Laws may be put in one execution againſt them; | | 
intention is (which We do hereby Declare) That this Our Pꝛoclamation 
(not being Dur natural bozn Subjects) that do oz (hall from time to time attend 
Our deareſt Conſoꝛt the Qucen, oꝛ of the Qucn Our dear Mother, accoꝛding to the 
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Perſons 


Extaties of their ſeveral Marriages, (the names of which Pꝛieſts ſhall be let down and fignified by them un⸗ 


der their Gzeat Deals reſpectively, and ſuch Signification Enrolled in Our Court of Kings Bench.) 

And e do allo further Require, Charge and Command, That all Our Judges, Barons ok dur Erche⸗ 
quer, Juſtices ok Peace, and Miniſters ok Juſtice in their ſeveral places, do not onely obſerve Our Wil! 
and Pleaſure herein vefoze erp2eſſed, in all and every the Pzemiſſes; but allo do fozthwith put all other Our 
Laws in due execution againſt all Popiſh Recuſants, and ſuch as are ſuſpected lo to be, in oꝛder to their 
Conviction. And We do further Mill and Command, That all Our ſaid Judges, Barons of Our, 
( — Juſtices of the Peace, and Miniſters of Juſtice to whom the lame ſhall appertain, at and in their 
reſpective Courts, Allizes, Goal-Deliveries, and Muarter-Deſſjons, do publickly give the Laws in Charge 
againſt Popiſh Recuſancs, and take oꝛder that they be ſpefdily Pꝛeſented, Indicted, and Convicted accozding 
to Law. And that all Our Judges of Alltze, at their returns out of their reſpective Circuits, do from time 
owe hereafcer, give a true and ſtrict account of their pzocefdings therein, unto Pur Chancellour fo2 the 
me being: And that he do pꝛeſent the lame to Us.
